Alberta’s Golden Jubilee 


In the comparatively short space of 50 years, Alberta has 
advanced from a series of agricultural settlements linked loosely 
into a Province to a prairie and foothill empire of oil, grain, 
cattle industry. 

The fur trade, spreading from the Hudson's Bay Company 
posts in the north and the Northwest Company posts in the interior 
of the west, opened up the potential wealth of Alberta. However 
the economic possibilities of what is now the Province of Alberta 
did not begin to be realized until the Hudson's Bay Company sold 
its rights to the western land to the Canadian Government. 

After order and stability had been brought to this Western land 
by the North-West Mounted Police, settlers from the United States 
and eastern Canada migrated in search of new homes and virgin 
soil. This tide of immigration, which reached its peak in 1890 
and 1891, brought a demand for a more decentralized government. 
This demand awakened government interest and in July, ^190^, 
the Auton omy Bill was approved, providing for the incorporation 
of the Province of Alberta from the district of Alberta, the 
western half of the district of Athabasca, and parts of the districts 
of Assiniboia and Saskatchewan. These MnrtWpst 

.Terxilories became the Province of Alberta on Sept^^J^lSfl^ 

.with Edmonton being chosen as the capital. 


Since 1905, Alberta has expanded tremendously. Its population 
has grown from ^66j_000to an estimated 1,050,000. The value of 
agricultural production has increased from $16,428.000 in 1905- 
to an estimated $519 , 56 8 OHO i n 1955 . . Oil, developing in a flood 
since the discovery of the Leduc-Woodbend field in 1947, has 
sparked the industrialization of the province and encouraged 
,the building of multi-million dollar industries. Alberta looks 
toward the next 50 years with the confidence of a mature province 
who has seen wonders achieved in the first 50 years of its history.

: UR TRADERS

The first trader to enter Alberta in search of furs was Anthony 
( Henda^, who left York Factory in 1754 for the western plains. 
There he unsuccessfully attempted to induce the Blackfeet to 
trade with the Hudson's Bay Company, butnot until the first posts 
were built along the Saskatchewan River did any western trade 
commence . 

£ei££_E£Uui became the first trader to winter inAlberta. In 1778 
he entered the province via the Clearwater River and established 
a post on the Athabasca River. 

In the year s that followed , the North West Company and Hudson's 
Bay Company built numerous trading posts on the north Saskat¬ 
chewan, Peace and Athabasca River. These pushed farther and 
farther westwith the establishment of Fort Edmonton in 1794 and 
Rocky Mountain House in 1799 ■ 

After the amalgamation of the two great trading companies in 
1821, the Hudson's Bay controlled trading in the west. To their 
great posts the Indians brought beaver, muskrat, fox, ermine, 
weasel and other furs to trade for knives, guns, beads, cloth, 
utensils and similar goods . Some AlbarTta posts were also centres 
for buying pemmican (a mixture of dried meat and berries) which 
was used as a staple diet in the northern posts where food was 
scarce. 

Trading began to wane in the ear lv 1870' s and was replaced by 
farming and ranching in the 1880's. .

BUFFALO 


As important as cocoanut to the natives of the 
south seas, rice and bamboo to China; so ser¬ 
ved the bu ffa lo to the welfare of the North Amer¬ 
ican Indians. It provided food, duel, hides for 
teepees , robes and moccasins; the bodies were 
fashioned into tools, dishes and ornaments. 

As late as hJTCl^the buffalo herds stretched endlessly on the prairies and numbered into 
the rnillions ■ On a march from the Sweet Grass Hills the Mounted Police drove through a 
buffalo herd which 1 stretched to the horizon. The men were ordered not to fire a shot lest 
the herd stampede and destroy the caravan. From early morning until sunset the police 
passed through one herd. Yet by^lfTTfl^the buffalo had disappeared to such an extent that 
the government authorized rations to the starvin g In dians . nT 

The taking of the buffalo by the Indians with their simple weapons was offset by natural 
increase thus preserving natures balance. The arrival of the white man, with his super¬ 
ior weapons ,-upsietathis balance and almost caused the total disappearance of the buffalo. 
From the herds that wandered the prairies not in thousands , but millions there came a day 
when a few remaining animals were living in the protection of several Montana ranchers.

jfa^iSSA^he Mtaj-Stgxjpf the Interior, Hon. Frank Oliv e^. supported by Hon. Wilfred l,an- 
rier ar ranged for the purchase of this last remaining herd,. To-day at Flk TslanH.Natinna|_ 
Eark, an hours drive east of Edmonton, there are one thousand magnificent specimens. 
This park was the first in Canada to be established as a wild-life sanctuary. An outstand¬ 
ing triumph in the annals of Canadian Wildlife Conservation was the saving of the buffalo 
from complete extinction. For to-day these curious, hump backed animals , who graze 
peacefully in many park enclosures nearly shared the fate of the carrier pigeon and the 
dodo bird. 

To-day of the few reminders we have that the buffal o ro amed by the million over our 
land is the odd skull or half hidden trail still visible despite the passage of time. Several 
miles south of Hairy Hill Alberta, stands as imposing hill that each spring was covered 
with the shedding of buffalo hair and it was aptly named^HairyHill. With the coming of 
the railroad several miles to the north, the small town in the making moved retaining its 
name of Hairy Hill. 
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Early traders brought guns and merchan¬ 
dise by scows and boats from the Hudson 
Bay up the Nelson River to Lake Wi n nipeg . 

Then they went un the North Saskatchewan 
p.iverto Edmonton. These scows moved in 
groups of about twenty and carried several 
tons of goods . 

In 1793 the N.W. Trading Co. opened a 
trading post. A year later the Hudson Bay 
Co. opened an opposition post and called it 
Fort Edmonton. 

In lgCT£_»both Forts were looted and de¬ 
stroyed by plunder-crazed Blackfeet In¬ 
dians . In 1819 | Fort Edmonton was rebuilt 
where the legislative buildings stand today. 

In 187£jhe N . W . M. P . constructed a Pal¬ 
isade Fort against the continually uprising 
Indians in Calgary. Under direction of J.G. 
Baker twelve foot pine logs were set up¬ 
right in a three foot trench to form a stock¬ 
ade approximately j^Q^feet square. 


The stockade formed the outer walls oi 
the building constructed. Men's quarters 
were built on one side, store rooms and 
shops on the opposite side . On the north side 
were stables for 50 horses. , while on the 
south side the buildings provided officers 
quarters and a guard room. The floors were 
bare earth and the logs were plastered 
with clay. Fireplaces were built in to heati 
the premises . 

Near Lethbridge in \86T^f/ent up "Fori 
Whoop - Up" . It was built by a group of Amer¬ 
icans interested in liquor traffic. The 
"whiskey" was a mixture of alcohol, water, 
tea leaves, with a couple of plugs of chew¬ 
ing tobacco added. All the traders had fine 
looking Indian wives dressed in calico. In¬ 
dian women could be purchased for as little 
as one cup of "firewater" . Among the pri¬ 
vate forts that went up, "Fort Whoop-Up" 
was perhaps the most lavish and colorful 
of the Alberta pioneer days.

The Colorful Story 
of the INDIANS 



From the land of the scrub covered 
prairies, the wind swept foothills and the 
towering Rockies have come some of 

Alberta's most fabulous citizens-the 

Alberta Indians . 

In the days before the arrival of the 
white man the prairie Indians were divi¬ 
ded into small bands which wandered in¬ 
cessantly in pursuit of the bu ffal o and 
ant elo pe. Buffalo meat was their main 
food and the hides served as clothing 

and provided the skin for their teepees . 


As the settlers arrived in the regions once occupied by the Indians and the fur 
traders, the Indians realized that their nomadic way of life had gone forever. The 
sudden ruinous decline of the buffalo threatened their existance and it is easy to 
understnad why the Indian at this time was left in a state of suspicious bewilder¬ 
ment . 

The Indians of Alberta have a va riety of cultures and backgrounds, depending 
upon the districts in which they lived. To the south are the Plains IncRans-a war¬ 

like group which lived off the huge buff alo herd s and lived aturbulent existence of 
warfare, hors e ra iding and ceremonialism. In Alberta, the plaing_tr ibes.are the 
B.loods , B lackfeet . North Peigans , Sarcees and the Plains Crees . 

Along the foothills and mountains were the less warlike Indians who made fre¬ 
quent trips to the plains in search of small game. These were primarily the Stoney 
and a few bands of Woods Crees. 

To the north were the smaller bands of Indians which hunted and trapped in the 

I bus hlan ds . These usually travelled in small family,.units and lived at peace with the 
whites. These tribes included the Woods Crees, Chipewyans , Beavers and a few 
Slaveys which drifted south from the Northwest Territories.

After the construction of the numerous 
fur forts by the North West and Hudson's 
Bay Companies , a new type of pioneer 
came to the West. He was the clerk or 

chief factor-a businessman, strategist 

and diplomat who was a supreme ruler of 
the territory within his domain. 

One of the most outstanding of these was 
John Rowand. . who was faf ~ tr, T at Fort 

Edmonton. Others included Herriott, La- 
blanc, Bird, Hughes, McLeod, and many 
others. One of the last chief factors at Fort 
Edmonton was Richard Hardistv . who lat¬ 
er became a senator and who had the town 
of Hardisty named after him. 

After the establishment of trade rela¬ 
tions, the missionaries arrived to bring 
Christianity to the Indians. The first re¬ 
sident missionary in what is now Alberta 
was R p v t jjRpTt Rnndlf... a Meth¬ 

odist who labored throughout the province 
from 1840_ to 1848 ■ He was followed by Fath- 
er Jean Thibault, and Oblate, who arrived 
in 1842, and established a mission at Lac 
Ste . Anne in the following year. 

In the years which followed, the Metho¬ 
dists had such famous pioneer missionaries 
as Rev. John McDougall, Rev. George Mc- 
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Dougall, Rev. H. B . Steinhauer, Rev. Tho¬ 
mas Woolsey, and Rev. John Maclean. The 
Oblates had Father Laeombe , Father Leduc , 
Bishop Grandin, Bishop Grouard, Bishop 
Legal, Father Vegreville , and many others . 
The most prominent missionaries among 
the Anglicans were Rev. William Newton, 
Rev. Samuel Trivell, and Archdeacon J.W. 
Tims .

Following the transfer of western Cana¬ 
da from the Hudson's Bay Company to Can¬ 
ada in 1869, Alberta began to accept signs 
of civilization. The North-West Mounted 
Police arrived in 1874, followed by Indian 
treaties in 187 6 and 1877. The ranchers ar¬ 
rived in the early 1880's, with the home¬ 
steaders following shortly afterwards . 

This era brought such men as Col. James 
F. Macleod.. builder of Fort Macleod for 
the N.W.M.P.; Ihja .

By .the time Alberta became a province 
in much of the wilderness had become

The firm 
changed and grew with the times; where once 
stood a shabby blacksmith shop to-day stands 
a beautiful two story building containing the 
general office and warehouse which supplies to 
the largest industrial plants , machine and weld¬ 
ing shops.

The R.C.M.P. or "Mounties"-the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 

have been around so long that many of us don't know how, or when they 
came onto the Canadian scene. It's quite a story! Eighty years ago 
Southern Alberta was in an unhealthy condtion. Some of the fiercest 
tribes of North-West Indians lived here, and the area was a happy hunt¬ 
ing ground for savage white outlaws and whiskey traders, who were 
engaged in a wanton destruction of buffalo, red men, or rivals who 
stood in their path. 

In 1873 . Sir John A. Macdonald, then Canada's prime minister, fath¬ 
ered a bill in parliament authorizing the establishment of a civil police 
force to bring law and order to the renegade North West Territories. 
Recruiting was commenced that same summer in Toronto, with the 
assistance of two former Imperial soldiers, Col.. A. H. Griesbach, 
who was designated Regimental No. land J. H. G. Bray, Regimental 
No. 2. The new force was planned along the lines of a first-class cav¬ 
alry regiment, and was divided into troops of matched coloured horses, 
officially designed by a letter, so that "A" troop had dark bay horses; 
"B" troop, dark brown horses, and "C" troop, bright chestnut horses, 
and so on. 

Many of the original recruits in the North West Mounted Police were 
officers and men who had served in the Imperial and Canadian forces , 
while others were young eastern Canadians looking for adventure. All 
were good marksmen, educated, intelligent and eager for action rather 
than good pay. They were alike too, in that they were all as green as 
grass about the facts of life in the Great Lone Land to the west. 

In June m ’ a strange cavalcade set out from southern Manitoba led 
by Col. French as Commissioner, and Col. Macleod as Assistant Com¬ 
missioner. There were six troops of handsome, well-matched horses, 
ridden by three hundred scarlet-coated police, who were armed and 
followed by a grim procession of guns and ammunition carts. Bringing 
up the rear was a train of mowing-machines , ploughs , harrows , oxen 
and cattle. This was the debut of the North West~lvlounted Police, and 
they were ready for anything--.-war or peace! They were brave, con¬ 
fident men, quite undaunted at the prospect of patrolling three hundred 
and seventy-five thousand square miles of unchartered wilderness.

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[ strike that Leduc was discovered by Irn- 
perial oil after I 11 dry holes and the fruit- 
less expenditure of 23 million dollars. The 
,134th hole was Leduc Nn^L Since then the 
number of producing wells in Alberta has 
grown by some fifteen wells per week. From 
.Leduc the strikes spread to 
Wopfegndi. Stettler and Bon.Acpord . Then 
Golden Spike b lew in, with the thickest oil¬ 
bearing formation ever discovered in Can¬ 
ada. Finally Pemhina, was found, the great 
strike overshadowing all the others and 
comparable only to the oil plains of Saudi 
Arabia. 

Before 1947 Canada imported 90.% of her 
oil, but now is the seventh largest oil pro¬ 
ducer in the world. At present Canada, due 
mainly to the Alberta oil fields, is able to 
produce 420,000 barrels a day - more than 
she has immediate market for. By I960 
Alberta should be capable of producing one 
million barrels a day. 

The whole atmosphere of Alberta has 
changed since Leduc; everywhere there are 
seismograph crews working and no one 
knows where the next big strike may come. 
Farmers have oil wells blossoming in their 
fields which, even if they don't smell too 
sweet, are very lucrative. The entire pro¬ 
vince feels the impact of this thrilling dev- 
/ elopment. Since the government owns 93% 
of the oil leases, the bulk of oil revenue goes 
to the people of the province to help build 
roads and make Alberta the only debt-free 
^governmentof modern times. Land owners 
who don't own oil rights are compensated 
for the use of their land by highlxprofitable 
annual rentals . 

Never has an oil strike come at a more 
opportune time. The effect of Alberta's oil 
on the Canadian economy is incalcuable. 
Much of Canada's shortage of American 
dollars was due to the fact that we used to 
import 9Q% of our oil, mostly from the 
United States. Formerly the American 
dollar was worth 1.10 Canadian; Alberta's 
oil helped to change the picture and today 
theU.S. dollar is discounted in our banks. 


Twenty years ago Alberta was considered 
the "poorest Credit risk in the British Em¬ 
pire." Today, according to the Financial 
Times of June 17, 1952, "Heaven is hers 
for the asking ." 

Oil business is ever exciting, for there 
is always the element of risk associated. 
People love to gamble on oil stocks, and 
when a big gusher catches fire it draws 
crowds of spectators from miles around. 
A "rogue" well out of control is a spec¬ 
tacular sight; the prime example of a well 
gone wild was Atlantic No. 3. Dubbed "the 
million dollar baby", this rogue closed up 
an entire oil field of sixty producing wells 
and thirty being drilled. Every available 
man in the area was tied up and the episode 
gave veteran oilmen nightmares. 

Alberta's oil has been the main factor in 
the northward shift that has taken place in 
the North American economic centre of' 
gravity. Alberta has started a chain reaction 
of expansion in industry that the whole of 
Canada will benefit from in this new era.

Last year the total production of Alberta 1 s 
forests, yielding commercial quantities of 
14 varieties of wood, ran close to 400 mil¬ 
lion dollars . Despite the annual operations 
of hundreds of large and small lumber 
camps, huge sections of the province's 
timber stands - estimated at 11,200 million 
cubic feet remain completely undeveloped 
and they stand as another very substantial 
guarantee of future prosperity. 

A large part of Alberta's lumbering is 
carried on around Blairmore in the vicinity 
of the Crowsnest Pass. There is a consid¬ 
erable amount around Edson and also in the 
Peace River area. Edmonton is the hub of 
the lumber business. Employing thousands 
of people, the industry has an annual pay¬ 
roll of some 8 million dollars . A score of 


planing mills, sashand door factories, and 
similar secondary industries dependent on 
lumbering are located in Edmonton. Pro¬ 
duction and salaries in these industries run 
close to 5 million dollars annually - an im¬ 
portant part to the city's business. 

Alberta's huge building program provides 
a ready market for the province's forest 
products; nevertheless, a considerable 
quantity of lumber is diverted to export 
markets. The accessibility of vast timber 
stands north and west of Edmonton has 
prompted interest in the erection of pulp 
and paper mills in this area. There is a 30 
million dollar mill being erected at Hinton 
with other such projects in the planning 
stage.

Yes! on 101 St. and Jasper Ave. stood a scattered lumber yard ... in 1897. W. H. 
Clark who came from Ontario, opened Alberta's first "Mill Work Firm" in Edmonton. 
To supply his yard, Clark opened the Edmonton Lumber Company --a lumber mill on the 
banks of the Saskatchewan River. The lumber mill did well until the 1916 flood which 
washed the entire plant away. 

By 1904 the lumber yard was moved to "the outskirts" of Edmonton, 103 Ave. and 108th 
Street. The new plant near the C . P . R. station looked to the coming of the highlevel bridge, 
which would give Clark a rail outlet south through the town of Strathcona. 

The newplantwas completely modern, powered by a 6 horsepower gasoline engine, all 
machinery was run by overhead belts. Included in the one city block yard was a office for 
the foremen, a special shed for hardwood only, a lime and cement shed, and in the rear 
a blacksmith shop and modern'stables for the delivery teams . Fire prevention was reduced 
by placing of sand boxes and a well 140 feet deep was drilled where a good spring of water 
was found. 

From this humble pioneering begining , Clark Lumber has grown with the province serv¬ 
ing the needs of every kind of builder. Today Clark Lumber, one of Edmonton's major 
yards is run and kept up with the times by the founders three sons -- Charles, Stanley 

and George Clark.

Shattering the predictions and visions of even the boldest pioneers, the amazing growth 
of Alberta particularly in the past decade has rocked the commercial world and given 
fresh impetus to business expansion in the province. 

To-day, in a landwhere Indian once battled Indian and then both fought the white man, 
where pioneers battled the elements, in 1955 the province of Alberta stands in the spot¬ 
light of the world as an area with the most impressive industrial expansion on the North 
American continent. The increasing trend towards erection of manufacturing plants in 
Alberta is due primarily to availability of suitable sites with almost unlimited water 
supplies, the abundance of low cost natural gas, coal and electricity, a smoke free heal¬ 
thy climate and a relatively strike free area where citizens do not tolerate unions when¬ 
ever they attempt to become more than their name implies. The heart of Canada's great¬ 
est oil, natural gas, and petro-chemical development along with Alberta's geographical 
location, are making the province more attractive daily to new industry. 

A more recent arrival in this field is the $70,000,000 Petro-Chemical plant of Cana¬ 
dian Chemical Company. Using products from the oil refineries and natural gas, the plant 
produces cellulose acetate, fibres for an amazing variety of textiles-from the sheer¬ 
est femine fabrics to the most rugged industrial textiles for conveyor belts-are pro¬ 

duced at the Edmonton plant. Other plant products supply secondary industries with chem¬ 
icals for paint, pharmaceutical and anti-freeze manufacture. 

A component of natural gas from the Leduc field is the raw material for polythene 
manufactured by Canadian Industries Ltd. at its $13,500,000.00 plant in Edmonton. This 
industrial giant transforms Ethane into Polythene flake which is the base material for 
one of the most useful and versatile plastics yet discovered, (Continued) 
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At Fort Saskatchewan the Sherrit Gordon 
Mines Ltd. , has a $24,000,000 nickel re¬ 
finery . The plant also produces commercial 
fertilizers on a large scale as a by product. 

At Duverny Alberta Western Chemicals 
Ltd. , produce chlorine and caustic soda by 
electrolisis of common salt. The plant went 
into operation with a daily yield of 10 tons 
of caustic soda and 13 tons of chlorine. 
Caustic soda is used as a bleaching agent 
in the pulp and paper industry, as a germ¬ 
icide, and for production of cellulose fibre, 
dyes, solvents and soap in the chemical 
industry. Chlorine is used by the paper in¬ 
dustry andas hydrochloric acid in the acid- 
ization of oil wells . 

New industries other than those mention¬ 
ed above include the following: Northwest¬ 
ern Pulp fe Paper Co. Hinton, Alberta; 
Dominion Oxygen Co. Ltd. , $300,000 Oxy- 
acetylene plant on Edmonton's easterly out¬ 
skirts; Crane Ltd. , a million dollar plumb¬ 
ing fixtures plant at Calgary; Tartan Chem¬ 
ical Co. a quarter million plant in east 
Edmonton which will manufacture anti¬ 
freeze and other chemicals; Barcam Ltd. 
a $10,000,000 gas absorption plant at Ed¬ 
monton; Western Cement Ltd. a$3,000,000 
cement plant at Red Deer; Bonnyville Oil 
Refinery Co., a $300,000 oil refinery; 
Standard Iron Ltd., Canada Cement Co. 
Ltd. , completed a $5,000,000 plant exten¬ 
sion at Exshaw; Shell Oil Co. , $500,000 gas 
absorption and sulpher plant near Calgary; 
Canadian Industries an $8,000,000 "explo¬ 
sives" plant at Calgary, Building Products 
Ltd. , with a plant at Edmonton that is Can¬ 
ada 1 s largest manufacturer of asphalt shin¬ 
gles and siding, and Westeel Products an 
All Canadian Co. celebrating their 50th 
vear alone with the Drovince . 

That the next decade will unfold new hor- 
izens for Alberta is evidenced by the influx 
of the above industries to the province and 
a host of others that are still in the plan¬ 
ing stage.

a Story of Progress . . 


Curtis Hoover , Master mechanic, inventor 
and machine shop operator, was born and 
raised on a farm near Gadsby, Alberta, and 
while still in his teens he chose the machinists 
trade for a livelihood. While training as an 
apprentice in Calgary , and with no prior aero¬ 
nautical experience, he successfully con¬ 
structed and flew one of Canada 1 s few pre-war 
airplanes . 

Although quickly promoted to shop foreman , 
in Edmonton his ultimate goal was to open his 
own machine shop and this became a reality 
when he enteredbusiness for himself in South 
Edmonton in 1935 . In his shop he was able to 
widen the scope of his business to cover many 
branches of the machinist 1 s trade and the shop 
soon advanced to manufacturing under Hoov-

er's industrial skills . He pioneered thesr o i 
plane industry for northern transportation £ 
Hoover excelled particularly in the field t 0 
industrial hydraulics . The Hoover Hydrauli 
Hoist used internationally on dump trucks 
originated in his Edmonton Shop. One of hi 
more recent additions to modern transports M 
tion includes the invention of the hydraulicl ’ 
operated ski for airplanes . He was one t j- 
the first in Western Canada to use the airplan j 
for sales and service work. 

During the war the Hoover plant was cot : m ' 
verted to take care of airforce contracts. I 
this time the plant had over 150 skilled per 
sonnel employed and the repairing and over 
hauling of aircraft equipment took Hoover t 
stations across the Dominion.

of the war he invented the Hydraulic Over¬ 
head Loader for tractors , whichbecame known 
as the Hoover Dozer-Loader. Fully patented , 
these loaders are now nationally used. 

Another Hoover "first" was the large heavy 
disc breaking plow that is used extensively in 
the cultivation of new farm lands in Northern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and became known 
in such far away places as India, South Amer¬ 
ica and Africa. 

To enable the economical manufacture of 
his products, Hoover was the first in West¬ 
ern Canada to bring in heavy Press Brake, 
Plate Shear and Automatic Welders. The 
most recent addition is an Electronic Hydr¬ 
aulic Duplicating Lathe . 

When the oil industry became prominent in 
the province , Curtis Hoover became the "man 
of the hour" in all phases of oil drilling equip- 
f, ment repair. At that time no machines were 
available for servicing of tools in the oil in- 
t dustry, so Hoover built and imported his own 
j including a Hobbing Machine for rotary tool 
. joint threading . Another Hoover contribution 
j to that field was a "Rig-Mover" that allowed 
the complete moving of drilling rigs without 
dismantling. 

Curtis Hoover's brilliant career ended tra¬ 
gically in 1953 when he met his death in a 
highway accident. During his lifetime he had 
built an organization that now carries on under 
the capable direction of Mrs . Hoover , who has 
been an active partner in this , the finest mach¬ 
ine shop of its kind in Western Canada, from 
its humble begining.

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Alberta’s TRANSPORTATION Story 


This is the first train to cross the North Saskatchewan river into Edmonton. The 
scene is at the Low Level bridge, Oct. 20, 1902. 

The above picture was loaned to the Jubilee Book by Thorton Graham, president 
of Western Supplies Ltd. who is somewhere in the photo. 


At the time the first white man blazed a 
trail through the untouched west, the only 
form of transportation known, other than 
horseback, was the Indian travois. The 
Old Travois Trails were clearly marked 
with three distinct ruts, the centre one 
formed by the walking horse and the two 
shallower grooves worn by the poles which 
dragged on either side of the animal. The 
Saskatchewan River was the only highway 
across the plains until the coming of the 
railroad in 1886. The river's sluggish 
waters were used by numerous little boats 
bringing freight and passengers. Following 
the river's course came the old Red River 
carts, squeaking on their unoiled wheels 
and bringing the first settlers to the prai¬ 
ries . Supplies for the prairies were shipped 
up the Missouri River to Fort Benton. Bull 
trains carted supplies from Fort Benton to 
Fort Macleod and to Fort Calgary, prior to 
the arrival of the railroad, and from Cal¬ 


gary to Edmonton until the C&E. railroad 
was built in 1891. Each train hauled from 
eighty to one hundred tons of freight. 

Edmonton became a city in 1904, and in 
1912 a great traffic bridge was built between 
Edmonton and the old city of Strathcona , now 
known as Edmonton's South Side. Around 
this period the automobile first started its 
invasion. 

In the "dirty thirties" a common form of 
rural transportation was the "Bennet Buggy" 
an old automobile with the engine removed, 
pulled by a couple of work horses. 

Ever since its advent, the railroad has 
been Canada's principle form of transporta - 
tion. Alberta has 6,334 miles of railroad; 
rail traffic has increased steadily all thr¬ 
ough Alberta' s history up until recent years , 
when rival trucking, busline and airline 
firms have cut heavily into the railroad's 
former monopoly. Continued Page 74

Today, nearly everyone owns an auto¬ 
mobile in Alberta, and the car and truck 
traffic is increasing yearly. Today the 
province has 1,880 miles of paved road 
and 3,324 miles of gravelled highways. 
Alberta has one of the highest ratios of 
motor vehicles to population in the world. 

Edmonton had Canada's first airport, 
and intrepid bush pilots opened up the north 
speedily before the major airlines arrived, 
flying in trappers , prospectors and supplies 
and bringing out fur, fish, and ore. Sched¬

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During the land boom in 1911 the Merchants Bank in Calgary paid $200,000 for this barn 
and lot 70 x 130 feet located on the present site of the Treasury Branch. The year 1912 
saw the end of the biggest land boom in Alberta's history. From 1909 to 1912 the popula¬ 
tion of Calgary increased by more than 30,000 and the promoters spoke of the city reach¬ 
ing beyond the then level of 85,000 to 500,000. 

Astronomical prices were paid for city lots. The Royal Bank paid $4,000 per foot for 
the old Hudson's Bay property on Centre Street and Eighth Avenue. The Canada Life As¬ 
surance Co. paid $2,000 per foot for the site of its present premises. The Hudson's Bay 
Co. paid $7 50,000 for the Seventh Avenue site of the original portion of the new store. The 
Dominion Bank paid $100,000 for its site opposite the Post Office. 

The outbreak of war in August, 1914, brought the oil boom to an end. Today few of the 
companies then formed, are in existence. Few of them ever drilled for oil. By 1916, the 
population of Calgary had receded to 56,000.

Alberta's national parks rank among the 
world's finest. There is Banff National 
Park, which for years has played host to 
royalty, statesmenand celebrities of every 
nation who come to enjoy the mountain hos¬ 
pitality and golfing , tennis, swimming, ski¬ 
ing, fishing and exploring. 

Then there is Jasper National Park, which 
is bordered on the south by Banff and extends 
north along the eastern slope of the Rocky 
Mountains. Within the southern part of the 
Jasper Region is the vast Columbia ice¬ 
field. Waterton Lakes National Park is situ¬ 
ated on the south-western portion of the 
province. Elk Island National Park, situ¬ 
ated about 35 miles east of Edmonton, has 
achieved outstanding popularity because of 
the huge heard of over one thousand buffalo 
in the park, examples of their species and 
remnants of the romance of the old west. 


Besides these renowned National Parks I 
there are scores of lakes, beaches and I 
small parks in the province. Slyvan Lake I 
is eleven miles west of Red Deer, and I 
Pigeon Lake is situated 25 miles west of I 
Wetaskiwin. 

"Dude" ranches in Alberta are, for the I 
most part, operating ranches which run cat- I 
tie or horses on the ranges as a business, I 
but who extend a sincere western welcome I 
to guests during the summer season. The I 
atmosphere is real, for the visitor gets true I 
contact with life in the open. There are a I 
great many guest ranches in Alberta, one I 
of which, the Buckhorn Ranch operated by I 
Clifton Cross, is located 18 miles south- I 
west of Pincher Creek.

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Alberta beckons to sportsmen, hunters, 
and fishermen; lakes, streams, mountains 
and forest are filled with bird, game and 
fish. The National Parks and game pre¬ 
serves provide ample protection for wild 
life, and the overflowfrom these sanctuar¬ 
ies insures a continuous supply of game in 
the open country. Fish are plentiful in 
Alberta, from rainbow trout in Jasper, to 
pike, pickerel and perch, spread all over 
the province. The provincial government 
game department has been stocking and 
re-stocking lakes for several years with 
rainbow trout, land-locked salmon and 
eastern brook trout. Commercial fishing 
is carried out on a large scale in North¬ 
ern Alberta, at Slave Lake, Cold Lake, 
Wabamun, Primrose and others. 

Three great flyways - the Central, Pac¬ 
ific, and Mississippi - channel into Alberta 
along the mountain range giving us more 
than our share of the finest bird crop any¬ 
where. Canada Geese, Snow Geese and 
Blue Geese are abundant. Mallard, Pintail, 
Canvas Back and Blue wing Teal ducks nest 
in the province. Annually millions of ducks 
and geese nestle in the N.W.T. and fly 
south for the winter stopping in Alberta to 
feed on the rich grains.Hungarian partrid¬ 
ges, introduced into Alberta in 1909, have 
spread all over the province. Their popu¬ 
lation rises and falls in mysterious cycles 
like that of other game birds and animals. 
Sharp tailed grouse - prairie chickens - 
are scarcer now but still holding their own. 
They are abundant around the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River. 

The great buffalo herds are gone, but 
moose with antlers over six feet wide and 
grizzly bears weighing up to 1,400 pounds 
are still found in Alberta.

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Alberta POLITICS from 1905 till 




From the inaugural day 1905 till 1921 
Alberta was under continuous Liberal rule. 
Over Calgary's objections the capital was 
established at Edmonton. In 1921 the United 
Farmers Association won two-thirds of all 
the seats in the legislature and set the Lib¬ 
erals back to an extent from which they 
have never recovered. The UFA reigned 
for 14 years. They set up co-operatives 
which, they hoped would bypass the middle¬ 
man and give the farmer a better return. 
As long as prosperity lasted it did very 
well. 

In the 1930's the prairie people felt that 
the Bennett administration in Ottawa had 
little sympathy with their problems and 
therefore looked for salvation in provincial 
politics. The UFA had no solution for the 
depression and as the prairies were the 
hardest hit by the depression, the urban 
areas faced bankruptcy and thousands of 
farmers were ruined. Beautiful farms, 
stately city buildings could be bought for 
taxes. 

It was William Aberhart, onetime high 
school principal and founder of the Calgary 
Prophetic Bible Institute, who introduced 
Social Credit to his adherents in the pro¬ 
vince and associated it with his gospel of 
salvation. In 1932 Aberhart and Manning 
first met the doctrines of the English en¬ 
gineer, Major C.H. Douglas, father of 
Social Credit. Ernest C. Manning was Wil¬ 
liam Aberhart's disciple from 1926, and 
after Social Credit swept into power in 1935 , 
Aberhart formed a government - although 
he had not run in the election - and took 
Manning into the cabinet immediately as 
provincial secretary. Manning then, very 
young for politics , entered the field at the 
age of twenty-seven. 

The UFA left Social Credit a provincial 
debt of 167 million dollars and not enough 
money in the treasury to meet the current 
civil servants payroll. 

For the 1940 election, Social Credit's 


opponents all banded together into the "In¬ 
dependents" and polled almost as large a 
vote as that of Social Credit. In 1943 Al¬ 
bertans were shocked by Aberhart's sud¬ 
den death. Manning succeeded Aberhart in 
the provincial field while, Solon Low, be¬ 
came the national leader of Social Credit. 
By this time the "Independent" movement 
had collapsed. Although numerous efforts 
were made to revive the traditional Liberal, 
Conservative and the C.C.F. , up until the 
1952 elections the Social Credit movement 
showed no decline in strength. 

After the 1952 election the opposition 
chose a new method to attack the Social 
Credit government. Rumors and stories un¬ 
heard of in Alberta's previous political his¬ 
tory and publicized by the Edmonton Journal 
and Calgary Herald became ever prevalant 
in the spring of 1955. As a result from op¬ 
position charges Mr . J. Landeryou and Mr . 
R. Lee M. L . A.'s from Lethbridge and Tab¬ 
er were disqualified from further sittings 
in view of their having a contract with the 
government; based on an ancient law. This 
along with other charges fed more fuel to 
Alberta's political fire. 

Provoked by the oppositions charges Pre¬ 
mier Manning called a "snap election" and 
promised the people a Royal Commission to 
investigate the charges made. On June 29, 
1955, although dropping by 8% from 1952, 
the Social Credit government was returned 
to office by a large majority. 

Following are some of the highlights of 
the "Golden Jubilee Election" Premier 
Manning led the polls in Edmonton while in 
Calgary a newcomer to provincial politics, 
a youthful and aggressive Conservative, 
Arthur Smith led the electors choice there. 
Three cabinet ministers , Ivan Casey, Lands 
and Forests; E.C. Gerhart, Provincial 
Secretary; and Lucien Maynard, Attorney- 
General; along with the provincial leader of 
the C.C.F. party Elmer Roper were de¬ 
feated in their bid for re-election. The End

In 1935 Alberta just surviv¬ 
ed adepression. The econo¬ 
mic state of the province was 
bad. In 1935 William Aber- 
hart, a preaching high school 
teacher from Calgary, had 
the solution. The new Social 
Credit party would relieve the 
province of it's debt, restore 
the economy, and give every 
adult over 18 years $25.bon¬ 
us monthly. 

Premier Aberhart died in 
1943 and his collegue E. C. 
Manning took over . Social 
Credit never did pay the $25 . , 
however they did make the 
province debt free ,and have 
retained power for 20 years .

ALBERTA’S INAUGURAL YEAR - 1905 
"Hats were flung into the air amidst 
loud cheers , the band struck up a 
spine-tingling march and a great 
moment became history." 

The tiny pioneer city of Edmonton was 
filled to the bursting point on Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1905 - the day Alberta was born. 
Extensive preparations had been made for 
the great day; R.N.W.M.P. had brought 
field pieces from Regina to fire the inaug¬ 
ural salute. The parade started at 101A 
Avenue and 97 Street. It then came on to 
Jasper Avenue , travelling west as far as 
100th Street and then down the hill to the 
fair grounds. In the parade were 1,500 
school children, two bands, columns of 
mounties, a Red River Cart, stomping 
Indians in full war costume, and many dis¬ 
tinguished personages. In an open landau 
rode Edmonton's first mayor, K.W. Mac¬ 
kenzie , and many distinguished visitors 
from Ottawa such as Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
sponsor of the province, Earl Grey, the 
Governor General, Lady Grey and Sir Gil¬ 
bert Parker. 

The Inaugural Ceremony was held on the 
river flats, which were flanked by the steep 
wooded banks of the great Saskatchewan 
River Valley. On a specially erected plat¬ 
form, before twenty thousand people, Al¬ 
berta's first Lieutenant-Governor , G. H. V . 
Bulyea, took the oath of office. The first 
shot of a twenty-one-gun salute boomed, as 
the huge crowd cheered at this moment when 
Alberta was born. 

At this period the most important building 
in Alberta was the Thistle Skating Rink, 


standingthen on 102Street, between Jasper 
and 102 Avenue. This rink, since it was the 
largest closed building in Alberta, was the 
site of the Inaugural Concert, and then next 
spring, on March 15, 1906, was chosen as 
the location for Alberta's first Legislative 
Assembly. Four days previous, hockey 
finals were being played off in it. Until a 
provincial capital could be selected, Ed¬ 
monton was chosen as temporary seat of 
the new Liberal government under Premier 

A.C. Rutherford. More than 4,000 people 
jammed the rink to watch the opening cere¬ 
monies. Lieutenant Governor George Bulyea 
arrived at three p.m. After the appointment 
of Hon. C.W. Fisher as Speaker, Hon. 
Bulyea read the Speech from the Throne. 
He spoke of the importance of setting up the 
government upon proper constitutional lines , 
and the necessity of organization of the sev¬ 
eral branches of administration necessary 
to expedite the management of government 
business. Following the official opening of 
the session, members and visitor s proceded 
to Mackay Avenue School, where the Pre¬ 
mier held his reception. 

Yes, it was a great day that September 
1st. As the sun penetrated the falling autum 
leaves, a short announcement pierced the 
air. Suddenly the bands stopped playing . The 
charter was being signed . There was a sud¬ 
den hush which subdued the crowds excited 
whisperings. At that very moment Alberta 
became a province, Edmonton became its 
capital and Hon. Bulyea its first Lt. Gov¬ 
ernor. Hats were flung into the air amidst 
loud cheers, the band struck up a spine- 
tingling march and a great moment became 
history.

$4,000,000 SPENT ON ALBERTA GOLDEN JUBILEE 

The Alberta Government went all out to celebrate the provinces 50th Anniversary. To 
handle the various organizational jobs , a special committee pictured above under the chair¬ 
manship of Deputy Minister Ralph Moore was appointed. 

We dropped into the Jubilee office during mid August. . . .one could bearly see the staff 
from behind the hundreds of boxes of 'Alberta Senior Citizen Scrolls' which were being 
sent out. Over 21,000 citizens who were in Alberta prior to 1905 and presently residing 
in Alberta made application for them. 

Among the many other Jubilee projects , the Government pledged and commenced build¬ 
ing two auditoriums, one in Calgary and the other in Edmonton valued at 1 1/2 million 
dollars each. Over 10,000 Golden Jubilee Anthologies were circulated. Two elaborately 
furnished Golden Jubilee Caravans filled with replicas from 1905 to 1955 were prepared 
and sent to all celebrations in the province. Stage coaches ran in true old fashioned style 
from Fort McLeod to Calgary and from Fort Edmonton to Calgary. 

Babies born on Sept. 1st received silver engraved spoons, a spring square dance fes¬ 
tival was held in outlying centres and the University mixed chorus and drama society 
toured the Province. 

Thousands of pieces of publicity went out to American and Canadian centres publicizing 
the Jubilee and attracting tourists . 

Many new historic sites were built, beautiful Government floats coupled with the old 
timers led exhibition parades, while rustic arches were errected to welcome folks as they 
entered the Province. Yes! it was a festive year -- The Alberta Golden Jubilee. 

To the Golden Jubilee Working Committee it was work with little fanfare or praise at¬ 
tached .

Canada's first music festival was held in 
Alberta in 1908. Our lead was later fol¬ 
lowed by the entire country. Alberta now 
has music festivals all over the province. 

There are opera and light opera groups in 
many of the larger cities and towns. Opera, 
choral singing , music festivals , talent con¬ 
tests - these are the traditional forms of 
entertainment, which suffer to some extent 
by the inroads made first by the movies, 
more recently by the drive-in theaters and 
now by television. However , the University 
of Alberta has a strong Studio Theater 
group - two quonset huts on the campus - 
where young hopefuls try to break into the 
entertainment world. 

There is quite a lot of activity in Alberta 
in the summer time. In July Calgary has 
its traditional Stampede complete with

chuck-wagon races , and Edmonton its 
Exhibition the following week. Due to the 
prevelance of the automobile, drive-ins 
of every type are appearing in very in¬ 
creasing numbers. There now are drive- 
in theaters, restaurants, dine and dances. 
Stock car racing, now held weekly, is in¬ 
creasing in popularity. The Sportsmen's 
Show, held in Calgary and Edmonton this 
year, was a great success. 

In the winter there are various specta¬ 
cular ice-shows, hockey, skiing and cur¬ 
ling matches, attracting large crowds of 
spectators. The Canadian Ice Fantasy Can¬ 
ada's largest ice show under the direction 
of Edmonton's Roy Lisogar went out for 
the third consecutive coast to coast tour 
of Canada and the United States .
